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Rick Wannamaker made a few strategic decisions during the Canadian Challenge that allowed him to win this year’s race.

Local musher Rick Wannamaker won 
the Canadian Challenge International 
Sled Dog Race that took place from 
Feb. 24 to 28 in Saskatchewan. 

The race was a 541-kilometre 
(336-mile) trek from Prince Albert 
north to La Ronge, and then north 
to Grandmother’s Bay before loop¬ 
ing back to Lit Ronge. This was 
Wannamaker’s third win at the race in 
seven attempts. 

Wannamaker said unlike past years 
where warm weather and a sticky 
track hampered the dogs, this year’s 
event was excellent, with conditions 


sometimes reaching a cool -tJO C. He 
said the trail was in excellent condi¬ 
tion. 

“The race was really good, the 
weather was good. It was a fast race 
this year, very fast,” he said. 

Wannamaker competed in the 12-dog 
race with nine other competitors, five 
who finished the race. Wannamaker 
crossed the finish line with seven dogs 
pulling his sled. 

“I started to drop dogs at La Ronge. 
It was cool, but the moisture level was 
high and they coughed a little bit, so as 
soon as that happens, we drop them 
(for health reasons),” he said. 

A couple of other dogs had shoulder 
injuries, so those dogs were taken off 


the trail and rested as well. 

As the race wound down, Wannamaker 
made a strategic decision. 

He had a two-hour lead for much 
of the race until he got to within 112 
kilometres of the finish line. He then 
rested his dogs for two hours, while 
his nearest competitor, Jerry Walker, 
kept racing. 

When Wannamaker started up 
again, his lead had shrunk to about 
10 minutes, but because he rested and 
Walker didn’t, Wannamaker’s dogs had 
renewed energy that propelled them to 
a mandatory five-hour rest station 32 
kilometres closer to the finish line. 

“When I let him catch me, that’s not 
always bad, because he’s running and 


he’s not quitting and he’s chasing me 
while I just stole two hours rest. When 
I took off (after the two-hour rest) 
that made them like brand new dogs,” 
Wannamaker said. 

Once he started on the last 32 kilo¬ 
metres, Wannamaker said Walker’s 
team got to within about 1.6 kilometres 
of Wannamaker. Wannamaker estimat¬ 
ed he crossed the finish line about 30 
minutes ahead of Walker. 

“A lot of people wouldn’t give up a 
two-hour lead, but I thought the extra 
rest would do me more good than just 
going on. I didn’t really want to slow 
down and ... that two-hour rest I’m 
pretty sure is why I won the race,” he 
said.

Telus presents 
funds to library

The Didsbury Municipal Library received $16,100 
from Telus last week to upgrade technology at the 
library. 

The funds resulted from Telus contributing $25 
from each new subscription the company received 
during a one-year period ending in November 2014. 
The year-long “TV for gold" campaign by the com¬ 
pany coincided with Telus installing new, state-of- 
the-art fibre optic cable throughout the community. 

Didsbury is among four per cent of communities 
throughout North America that have fibre optic lines 
capable of handling data traffic at 100 megabits per 
second. 

“Didsbury can count itself among a select group of 
communities that now has access to next generation 
communications. One of the opportunities that Telus 
has taken is leveraging our customers in our commu¬ 
nities to really partner with communities in deliver¬ 
ing the service. Didsbury's been a loyal population 
for the company and ... this was an opportunity 
to come in here and make some pretty significant 
changes," said Russ Bisschop, manager of operations 
with Telus. 

Bisschop, a former Didsbury resident, said with 
the help of local customers, Telus was able to con¬ 
tribute to the library and the development of youth. 

“Supporting our youth in their education and 
development is a m;yor emphasis for Telus," he said. 

Inez Kosinski, manager of the library, said the 
library is grateful to Telus for providing the funds 
to go towards newer technologies that not everyone 
has access to. She said without the Telus donation, 
the library would have had to apply for grants from 


several sources to pay for the upgrades. 

“The other thing it’s done is enabled us to provide 
quality programming, particularly for kids. So when 
we have our summer reading program, we have our 
cyber camps, or even just after-school activities, 
we've hired people to run those programs through 
employment grants, then they have the tools to 
implement those programs,” she said. 

The library has been able to purchase several 
items, such as a 3-D printer and several laptop com¬ 


puters, which library staff can also take out into the 
community so that people, such as seniors, who 
don’t have access to computers can do things such 
as email family members. Library staff also want to 
purchase an electronic keyboard so that people can 
practise their music. 

“We dreamed about getting all these things, but 
I wasn’t sure how we were going to do that, and it 
would take a lot of grant applications to make that 
happen,” Kosinski said.

A Cremona School 
teacher and Didsbury 
resident is glad to be 
home after teaching in 
Australia for a year, but 
says the experience is 
something he will never 
forget. 

“It’s good to be home. 
You don’t realize how 
much you really appre¬ 
ciate where you w'ork 
and where you live 
until you're gone from 
there for a long time,” 
said 33-year-old Darren 
Jacobson. 

“The people that are 
a part of your life that 
you don’t get to see 
for a whole year really 
become that much more 
meaningful to you.” 

He is grateful for the 
opportunity he had to 
teach in Australia from 
January to December of 
2014, while Australian 
teacher Ben Fuller 
took on his position in 
Cremona. 

While Jacobson is a 
band teacher at Cremona 
School, he taught grades 
7 to 10 English and 
music in Australia, in a 
small town called Clare. 

“The education svs- 


ing his wife Leanne and 
nine-year-old daughter 
Layla were able to join 
him in Australia. 

“Music class is just 
music, you don’t actually 
do instrumental music, 
so that was a bit of a 
stretch for me because 
I’m a band teacher," he 
said. 

As well, at Cremona 
School, English class 
is divided into -1 and 
-2 curriculums, but in 
Australia there was only 
one English class. 

“You’re teaching to a 
wide variety of levels 
and abilities in one class 
once they get to high 
school so that was a bit 
of a challenge," he said. 

All of the classes were 
located in different 
buildings so there were 
no indoor hallways or 
corridors, he added. 

The school had an 
agricultural program 
and there were chick¬ 
ens and sheep and gar¬ 
dens kept on the school 
grounds. 

The school also had its 
own vineyard and stu¬ 
dents grew grapes and 
harvested them and sent 
them to a winemaker. 

The opportunity 
for Jacobson came un 


Educators Program. 

Jacobson was required 
to fill out a profile and 
was notified in early 
2013 that there was a 
match for a music teach¬ 
er in Australia who was 
interested in coming to 
Canada. 

As far as he knows, 
no other teachers from 
Cremona School have 
had the opportunity 
to participate in the 
exchange program. 

“It’s a pretty cool way 
to see the country while 
working at the same 
time,” he said. “We got 
to see things that 1 never 
believed 1 would ever 
see in my lifetime.” 

He and his family were 
able to go shark cage 
diving, jump in water¬ 
falls with crocodiles, see 
emus and other wildlife 
and snorkel the Great 
Barrier Reef. 

“We did a lot and we 
travelled a lot and we 
saw a lot too, which is 
mainly the reason why 
we went, is to be able 
to experience different 
culture,” he said. 

He admitted his expe¬ 
rience didn’t teach him 
many things he could 
implement into teaching 
in Canada. 


there then I brought 
back.” 

He has been teach¬ 
ing for 11 years and has 
always had a passion for 
music. 

“It was what I kind of 
wanted to do when I was 
in high school, because I 
had some pretty amaz¬ 
ing teachers and thought 
it would be a pretty great 
career," he said. 

“No day is exactly 
the same as the other 
and it’s not mundane. It 
keeps you on your feet 
and you’re always learn¬ 
ing. 

“You’re always being 
challenged, if it’s not by 
students then by other 
teachers and the pro¬ 
fession itself, to always 
become a better person 
and do your job a little 
bit better than you did 
the last time." 

He started his teaching 
career in Sylvan Lake 
and took the job oppor¬ 
tunity in Cremona in 
2007. He and his family 
live in Didsbury, where 
he also grew up. 

His wife Leanne cur¬ 
rently teaches English 
and art at Didsbury High 
School but took a leave 
of absence and was 
able to work towards 
her masters in counsel¬ 
ing psychology while 
living in Australia. She 
was also able to fill in 
as a substitute teacher 
at a couple of different 
schools there. 

Their daughter Layla 
was able to attend a 
grade 2-3 split class at 
a public school in Clare. 

Jacobson said his 
favourite thing to do 
in Australia was go for 
morning runs and watch 
the sunrise. 

“Running through the 
vineyards and running 
through fields with kan¬ 
garoos and things was 
amazing. Every morn¬ 
ing I would run through 
some of the vineyards 


around where we lived, 
and you’d always see 
weird wildlife like 
snakes and kangaroos 
and kookaburras,” he 
said. 

“Getting to see the 
sunrise every morning 
over the vineyards and 
over the hills was - it 
was probably my favou¬ 
rite moment of every 
day.” 


He also ei\joys motor 
cycling and the out¬ 
doors. He and his family 
spent some time trav¬ 
elling through Australia 
with a rooftop tent for 
their car and camped in 
various places.

Junior 


The junior curling pro¬ 
gram in Didsbury has 
increased its participa¬ 
tion rate dramatically 
over the past year and 
hopes to increase it even 
more in the future. 

This year the program 
has increased to between 
36 and 46 participants 
from last year’s partici¬ 
pation rate of 16 to 18 
participants during the 
Monday and Wednesday 
after-school sessions.

Hopefully they ei\joy 
it,” he said. 

Emma Schultz, 12, one 
of the participants who 
has been in the program 
for three years, said she 
initially started in the 
program after seeing a 
poster around town and 
thought it would be fun 
to try. 

“I just think it’s a great 
activity and I really like 
it. 1 like having a team 
and skipping it," she 
said. 

Schultz said she ei\joys 
watching teammates 
throw their rocks and 
participating in the stra¬ 
tegic discussions of what

been here for three years 
now. And there’ll be eight 
of them that will be their 
last year because they’re 
reaching that age limit 
now," Venneman said. 

The purpose of the 
program is to give partic¬ 
ipants something to do 
after school. Participants 
learn all aspects of the 
game, from throwing 
stones to sweeping, call¬ 
ing shots and deciding 
on strategy. 

The program also 
allows young curlers to 
learn a sport they can 
potentially play for many 
more years. Currently,
